An hour passed, and tbe 
Press man fumbled in his vest poeltet 
for a* cigar, but could llnd none, 
Tlie 
Tluif» man also fiimbled W'ltb a like 
result. 
T he ulglit was cold and tbe 
vigil tlretìbme. 
A smoke, tb<!y agreed, 
would greatly relieve the tediousness 
of tlie watcb, 
They linai ly decided 
tbat It would be safe to leave tbelr 
post long enouKb to cross Broad street 
and ‘‘Ilgbt up’' at theU eilevue. 
They 
hurriedly crossed and returned, puiilng 
contentedly, to renew the w'atch. 


Another Jiour pa.s.sed. 
Then a P itts­ 
burg” correspondent walked up to the 
groiip of wrltens at the'Broad street 
eutrance,' "What are you fellow s do- 
iUK here?” waH his greeting. '•Waiting 
for Quay, 
d o t him bottled up,” w as 
tbe reply. 
Their coniidfcnce,' bowevër,» 
gave w ay to chàgrhr when told th a t 
Quay (bad left the hotel by the W alnut 
street ïdoor. 
The group as one man 
hastened to the watchers at that point; 
to. denland an accounting.. The lattei" 
scoffetl.; “Quay gone; impossible!” But 
the truth could not be suppressed. The 
guilty pair owned up to .a dereiietion 
of two m inutes’ duration. 
Quay had 
slipped out in those two minutes. 
A 
long .and fruitless search for the sena­ 
tor then ensued, 
At 11 p .m . the “old 
man’' returntnl to the hotel. 
The re­ 
porters were invlt«!(I to his room, when 
Quay, stretched both arms jiboye his 
head and yawned, “Oh, I ’m so tired!” 
That w as the extent of the interview. 
Then it w'as tbat a reporter brleliy de­ 
scribed tbe otfeuHe of tho two faithless 
W'atcbers, closing by saying: 


H ow would you punish such a de­ 
linquency, senator?” There was a mer­ 
ry light in Quay’s eyes as he iinswered: 
“In tlie army they shoot a sentinel 
w’ho deserts his post.” 


"A great many persons do not know 
that Senator Quay won a deserved rep­ 
utation for bravery in tlic civil war,’ 
said Ur, Edward Bedloe at the Wal 
doi'f-Astoria hotel to the . New' York 
correspondent of the Philadelphia Pub­ 
lic Ledger. 
“It w as in the charge up­ 
on M arye’s heights, where Quay was a 
volunteer ald'de-camp. 
When an ef 
fort w a s made to rally the breaking 
line be noticeti a backward movement 
amonii the men. 


“ ‘D - ^ it, boys,’ he crledi 'w'hat are 
you dodgluii for? 
If I can sit on my 
horse and tho bullets «o over my head, 
they certainly can’t hit you!’ 
His pres­ 
ence of mind stopped the panie.” 


Quay Nva.s once rldliig from t!leveland 
to Toledo on :a train to the rear of 
which wero -.bltebed tw o. Immigrant 
curs, Hûys the New York Press. 
At 9 
o'eloek in, tlie ovcnln^i a m a n entered 
the Pulbuan car where the senator sat. 
and said; 


“Ladles and- gentlemen, a child has 
just been born In one of the immigrant 
ears. 
It’s a boy, and, thouKh we are in 
Ohio, I am a Penuiÿylvanlan. 
As Sena-

such reduction depriving trusts and mon- 
opolie.s of tho power to extort from the 
Amerlcon people, under the shelter of 
American law, prices higher than those 
charged foreigners for identical articles. 


FINANCIAL. 


“The discoveries of gold within tho past 
few yeors and the groat increase in the 
prodtiction thereof, adding two thousand 
million dollars to the world’s supply, of 
which .seven hundred million falls to tho 
share of the United States, has contri­ 
buted to the maintenance of the money 
standard of value, no longer open to 
question, removing that Issue from the 
field of political contention. 


"Our party having long and earnestly 
advocated the constrructlen of an Inter- 
oceanlc canal for the purpo.se of national 
defense and commerce between states and 
with foreign nations, wo favor the eatjy 
complfction of the isthmian canal,

In disregard of the 
usages and obligations of International 
law and treoty obligations, the canal route 
has been acquired or too solemnly record 
our hopes that this precedent of defiant 
diplomacy thuy never bo used against us 
to our'ljumlllation and injury. 


"We recognize that the gigantic trusts 
and combinations 
designed to 
enable 
capital to secure more tiian Its just share 
of the Joint product of capital and labor, 
and which have been fostered and pro­ 
moted under Republican rule, are a men­ 
ace to beneficial competition and an ob 
stacle to prevent business prosperity. 


"We demand vigorous and Impartial en­ 
forcement of the laws already made to 
prevent and control such trusts and com­ 
binations, and we favor such further leg­ 
islation In restraint thereof as experience 
.shows to be necessary. 


''Corporations chartered by authority of 
the people must foever remain subject to 
regulation in the interest of the people. 


"Private monopoly is indefensible arid 
intolerable, 
Wo recognize the right of 
capital, in all legitimate lines of enter­ 
prise to combine for the increase of 
business for enlarging productive capacity 
and decreasing cost of production: 
but 
when such combination In its purpose or 
effect creates or tends to create monopoly 
in its -production.^, to restrain trade or 
stifle competition, to Increase the cost to 
the consumer or control, the market, It 
violates the spirit of our law's, becomes 
inlmlcable to public welfare and peace and 
should be so regulated, controlled or pro 
hlblted by law so as to protect public in­ 
terest, 


"AVo demand that tho restraint of such 
illegal combinations bo entrusted to the 
Democratic party, which is not responsi­ 
ble for their existence, and which has 
ever protested against their continuance. 


"We condemn the Republican system of 
legislation under which trust monopolies 
arq «uiabled to exact higher prices for 
their manufactured products from our 
own people than they 
sell 
them 
for 
abroad. 


"We demand tho enlargement of the 
powers of the interstate commerce com^ 
mission, to the end that the traveling 
pfibllc and shipper^ of this country may 
have prompt and tidoquato relief for tho

"Tho Democratl«! party stands commit­ 
ted to the principles of civil service re-
